@ republican form of government under the

King Manuel, according to the most cir- 
‘ecumstantial accounts, took refuge first, with 
‘the tacit consent of the revolutionary lead- 
‘urs, on board the Brazilian warship Sao 
Faulo, which was lying in the harbor. He 
remained there only a short time. Then, feel- 
ing unsafe, he took a motor boat to Casca, 
"about a dozen miles distant, and remained 
„there unfil the arrival of the British cruiser 
‘Newcastle this afternoon. He went aboard 
‘agd sailed for a destination variously stated 
‘to be Gibraltar, San Sebastian, and Ins- 
‘land. : 

All accounts agree the revolt began early 

Tuesday morning. It was a premature out- 
break caused by the murder of Prof. Bom- 
barda by an army officer. The/navy was 
represented by two warships in the harbor, 
and, led by Admirai Reis, retired, these ships 
lopened hostilities. A large section of the 
troovs codperated with the warships. 


Heavy Loss in Fighting. 
A considerable force remained loyal to the 
king and fought desperately against the in- 
‘surgents for many hours. About 8,000 citi- 
rens joined the revolutionary attack, and the 
casualties were severe. There is no reliable 
_ information here on this point, but one dis- 
. patch places the number killed at only 100. 
The palace was bombarded by warships 
with deadly effect, but only for ten minutes, 
, whee the Republican flag is said to have 
been hoisted. 
The leaders of the tevolutionary party

King Manuel, it was stated at the Portu- 
guese legation tonight, that the king. was 
aboard a Brazilian warship.

Canelejas Describes Outbreak. 

Senor Canalejas received newspaper 
men this evening and gave the following 
summery of the Spanish government's in- 
formation: 

About 1:30 o’clock Tuesday morning the 

people of Lisbon were awakened by the re- 
port of twenty-one cannon shots. The i- 
habitants immediately poured into the 
streets or rushed to their windows to see 
what was happening. They saw people run- 
ning in all directions and heard bugles sound- 
ing the ‘assembly.’ At several points were 
heard the crackle of shots, mingled with 
shouts of To arms.“ 
“The expected revolution had broken out. 
The police were at once mobilized and or- 
dered to disperse the revolutioniets,. but the 
latter received them with discharges of 
hand grenades. Driven back by- this counter 
attack, the police summoned the troops, but 
the response was not as vigorous as was 
expected. The soldiers separated into two 
parties, one siding with the revolutionists 
and the other remaining loyal to the mon- 
archy and discipline. 


Desperate Conflict Starts, 


Soon a desperate conflict was in progress, 
the dead and wounded falling on all sides. 
Numerous officers: and soldiers, especiaiiy 
artillerymen, succeeded in seizing the mili- 
tary quarter near the royal palace of tne 
Necessidades. King Manuel, who quickiy 
had been made acquainted with what was 
going on, left the palace with four truat- 
worthy attendants on whose advice he had 
taken this step, and wen from the palace 
safely. 

“Meanwhile fighting continued in the 
streets. The revolutionists had erected bar 
ricades and sent out detachments to cut the 
bridges and telegraphs. During the day 
there had-grrived in Lisbon various detacn- 
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and Carlists are following the trend of revo- 
lution with undiguised satisfaction. Gen. 
Weyler, captain general of Catalonia, has 
taken stringent measures to preserve order. 
He is hurrying troops to the Republican and 
Carlist strongholds, in which an outbreak 
is feared on Oct. 18, the anniversary of the 
execution of Ferrer. 


Telis Plans of Republicans.

In view of the 
events in Portugal he made public the text 
of his lecture tonight. 

He declares that his is the only organized 
party in Portugal. It is ruled by a directory 
of five members, subordinate to which are 
committees in every district, commune,and 
parish. All classes are included on an equal 
footing, but the proletariat forms the bulk 
and the real strength of the party, which by 
establishing schools in each political center 
has done a great work of education among 
the masses.

In that speech the king 
threatened war against the religious orders,

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—Portuguese bonds fell 3 
points and the city of Lisbon bonds 2 points 
on the boerse today. The Darmstaedter bank, 
the Portuguese finemcial agency in Berlin, 
has large deposits, sufficient to secure for 
some time the payments of Portuguese obli- 
gations held in Germany.

DEMANDS BETTER WORK. 


Chief Steward Sees Neglect’ by 
Sergeants as Result of 
Schuettler’s Charges. 


As evidence of drunkenness, State's At- 
torney Wayman yesterday produced before 
the police trial board testimony to show that 
P. J. Keeley, a city policeman formerly as- 
signed to his office, who ie a man of about 
200 pounds weight, was beaten by a man 
only 5 feet 7 inches in height and weigh- 
ing 145 pounds. 

Keeley is under indictment for perjury for 
swearing that he was told by Assistant 
State’e Attorney Arnold to treat State Rep- 
resentative H. J. C. Beckemeyer “ right,” by 
which he understood he was to get the wit- 
ness in the Lorimer case drunk. 

Mr. Wayman charged that the detective 
was drunk at the time that he gave this 
testimony, and preferred charges against 
him with the civil service commission. He 
also preferred charges of intoxication on 
Aug. 24, when Keeley was chastised at the 
car barns at Sixty~-ninth street. 

Floored Keeley Twice, He Says. 

It was this second case that was called be- 
fore the trial board, and Wayman’s first wit- 
ness was Walter Klingen, a street car con- 
ductor, who told of. twice flooring Keeley 


when Klingen says he became abusive and 


struck first. 

The defense’s plea for a week's cogtinuance 
was granted.

The docket for the trial board was one 
of the longest in several months and re- 
sulted in the discharge of one man and the 
fining of eleven others. Five of the cases 
were brought by Assistant Chief schuettler, 
who, under instructions from Chief Steward, 
spent a night pipertzing and found that 
number of patrolmen neglecting their duties.

Dr. A. H. Ferguson Talks to Chieago 
Organization — Foreign Physician 
Discusses “Radium Therapy.”

Members of the medical profession should 
cultivate democracy, andi the democratic 
principle should rule in all medical societies, 
in the opinion.of Dr. Alexander H. Fergu- 
son, president of the Chicago Medical so- 
ciety. Dr. Ferguson spoke on the ‘‘ Democ- 
racy of Medicine” at the opening of the 
lecture season last evening in the assembly 
hall of the Northwestern University build- 
ng.

MAKE RISK MEN PARTNERS.’ 


| Pleads for New Compensation System 


in Chicago Address. 


The forty-first annual meeting of the Fire 
Underwriters’ Association of the Northwest, 
which opened at the Hotel La Salle yester- 
day morning, promises to be a notable one. 
The attendance at the first session was un- 
usually large. President C- T. Deatrick of 
Columbus, O., presided. 

The annual address was delivered by In- 
surance Commissioner James V. Barry of 
Michigan, who has been conducting investi- 
gations as chairman of the committee of 
commissioners on fire insurance expense. 

Mr. Barry said that, as over 50 per cent 
of fire insurance expense goes to getting the 
business, public interest is directed to the 
question of agents’ commissions. The pub- 
lic would not object to paying this if it got 

commensurate with the cost, but 
it does not. 

Many agents do little to reduce the fire 
waste, it was stated. They are frequently 
discouraged from becoming first class agents 
by the action of their companies in allowing 
other agents and brokers to write the largest 
riske in their localities over their heads. 

— 

“The present system of compensating 
agents tende to array the agents against the 
companies they represent, and to build up 
between them a barrier of hostile interests, 
he said. It leads to overinsurance, the 
covering of risks which, in the interest of 
the general public, never should be insured, 
and thus leads to arson and crime. 

“It discourages rather than encourages 
the improvement of risks and the élimination 
of hazards, and makes it an object for the 
agent to lose sight of the fact that he is 
primarily the representative of his com- 
pany, charged with the duty of zealously 
guarding its interests without doing violence 
to the legitimate interests of the insuring 
public with whom he deals. 

“The retention of such a system makes 
fire insurance companies appear ridiculous 
to the average oe man.“ 


Mr. Barry is e to in favor of compensat- 
ing agents dy a flat and a contingent commis- 
sion, thus making them partners in the bus!- 
hess and giving them an incentive to select 
good risks, to prevent overinsurance, to avoid 
the acceptance of risks having a moral
